Gov. Marvin Griffin said last week that 
he knew of no counties in which county 
officials have a financial interest in road- 
construction firms doing business on state- 
aid projects. The statement followed an 
editorial in The Constitution criticizing 
such practices. 

He said further that if information 
concerning any such firms were furnished 
him, the State Highway Department will 
quit doing business with those counties. 


For the governor’s information and for 
the people of Georgia, The Constitution 
begins a series today by Jack Nelson 
showing that commissioners of two coun- 
ties have interests in construction firms 
which have been doing business on state- 
aid contracts in their respective counties. 
There’s even a grass firm in the same cate- 
gory doing roadside work. The tax com- 
missioner of one of the counties actually 
is head of one of the firms. 

It took no great deal of detective work 
to dig up the facts, either. They’re a mat- 
ter of public record. 

In addition, another county official 
heads a firm which has been selling ma- 
terials to several counties for work on 
state-aid projects. Furthermore, this of- 
ficial’s son has been reinstated on the 
state payroll as assistant superintendent 
of roadside parks after resigning last year 
because of criticisms arising from his 
connection with his father’s firm. 

Transferring county state-aid con- 
tracts to private firms is a clear viola- 
tion of state law. Exceptions have been 
made for expediency in getting roads built 
but that, too, is against the law. 

How much more such as this is going 
on or has been going on? Isn’t there reason 
for worry on the part of the taxpayers 
about political boondoggling with their 
highway funds? 

The governor was very angry when 
this newspaper warned the people to keep 
a wary eye on highway spending during 
the coming months. We repeat the warn- 
ing and await with interest the governor's 
action on these instances in two coun- 
ties. 

With these precedents, every county 
commissioner in the state could go into the 
contracting business. And what a nice lit- 
tle setup that would be!

Hall Ends Fee 
And Taxpayers Benefit

The offices in the Hall County court- 
house have been on the salary system 
since the first of the year. In that time, the 
county has profited from the system by al- 
most $10,000 in the clerk’s office alone, 

The detailed report filed by the clerk’s 
office and reported by the Gainesville 
Daily Times shows that from January 1 to 
July 1, under the fee system, the clerk 
would have been paid $19,660.05. 

By the salary system now in effect he 
was paid $5,000, half of the $10,000 which 
is annual pay in keeping with legislation 
which abolished the fee plan and put the 
Hall County offices on straight salary. 

The $9,660 difference goes now toward 
paying the county’s way in rendering 
services. 

The clerk gets a reasonable salary, 
the Hall County taxpayer gets a break. 

Hall County reaps benefit from a 
change that is going to become general. 
More and more Georgia counties are com- 
ing to see the fee system as antiquated, 
unrealistic and unprofitable where popu- 
lation has expanded and a steadily in- 
creasing stream of customers wends its 
way to the offices in the courthouse,

Stream Pollution Is 
No Longer Necessary 


Georgia, her people, legislators and her 
paper industries will, we are sure, move 
to take advantage of successful research 
by the pulp and paper industry to cut 
down stream pollution. 

Russell L. Winget, executive secretary 
of the National Council for Stream Im- 
provement, sponsored by the manufactur- 
ers of pulp, paper and paper board, esti- 
mates that responsible members of the 
industry have spent $100,000,000 in the 
last 10 years on waste treatment facilities. 

Pollution has been cut about half dur- 
ing the past decade. 

The industry now knows how to pre- 
vent pollution. 

Having spent the money, the council 
will no doubt ask the states, all 48 of 
them, to adopt legislation requiring in- 
stallation of the measures and means 
which the manufacturers themselves have 
sought—and found. There no longer is any 
reason to have stream pollution. 

Pollution, the research found, is a 
complicated problem. Basically, the purity 
of a stream depends on its oxygen supply. 
This supply, which is a small measure of 
oxygen to a much larger amount of water, 
is reduced, or eliminated, when waste ma- 
terials which unite with oxygen are 


‘ ‘ 


poured into the streams. This, of course, 
is what kills the fish and destroys all 
life in the water which depends on oxy- 
gen for life. 


In other words, a company which is 
willing to pay the bill can now install 
equipment which will halt stream pollu- 
tion. Most of the companies have begun 
plans to do just this. As the association 
points out, the research has been so suc- 
cessful, and so many paper and pulp com- 
panies now are installing it, that more 
than a dozen companies have been organ- 
ized to manufacture and install the neces- 
sary processes. 

We congratulate the National Council 
for Stream Improvement and urge the 
attention of local and state governments 
to its findings.

Probe Into Corruption 


The Fulton County Grand Jury has re- 
turned two additional indictments on al- 
leged instances of police corruption. 

While these do not involve lottery— 
the ramifications of which have been the 
chief field of study of the last two juries 
—they do indicate the need of all grand 
juries to continue constant investigation 
of lottery and all other instances which 
give a hint of wrongdoing by police. 

The indictment of the chief of police’s 
brother on five cdunts of bribery is sur- 
prising and shocking. An important man 
in the department, Lt. Jenkins is charged 
with accepting bribes in connection with 
issuance of taxi-driving licenses. 

Lét this jury continue its work, fol- 
lowing up further the probes into lottery 
and charges of police protection of same. 
Let’s bring out the facts and take what- 
ever action necessary to bring about the 
housecleaning which two past juries have 
found to be in order.

Many Counties Fight 
The ‘Drying Up’ Process 


Industrial development corporations 
are playing a major role in stopping dete- 
rioration of Georgia counties and cities 
which have been losing population, busi- 
ness and tax revenue in the transition 
from an agricultural economy to one bal- 
anced with industry. 

Jim Montgomery’s interesting series in 
The Constitution shows scores of commu- 
nities have been unwilling to sit idly by 
while their people, including no-longer- 
needed farm workers, migrate to larger 
population centers for employment. While 
many of them woke up rather late, the de- 
termined effort of communities to help 
themselves is paying off. They are finding, 
too, that opportunity is not restricted to 
the textile field. 

Largely due to these development 
corporations, with able assistance by the 
Georgia Department of Commerce and 
financial institutions, since 1947 the state 
has led the Southeast with a total of 84,- 
400 more industrial workers. This places 
Georgia fourth in the nation with new 
industries having more than 100 employed. 

These comforting statistics do not 
erase the fact, however, that the majority 
of counties still are losing population. 
Many of them are becoming uneconomic 
units, unable to finance simple functions 
of government. Consolidation of services 
and even of some counties appears to be 
inevitable. 

In the over-all economy of the state, 
building of local industry means a mini- 
mum of dislocation as a result of the in- 
dustrial revolution. The record of devel- 
opment corporations is proving that the 
wise community shifts with the times. It 
is not content to accept the “drying up” 
process. 

Local resources and those of the state 
should be used to the hilt to continue to 
attract industry and to develop the state’s 
resources. And where the investment is 
sound, no one can quarrel with use of 
state retirement funds to promote the 
economy.

Will House Accept 
Revised Rights Bill? 


WASHINGTON—Generally overlooked in the 
long Senate debate over civil rights has been the 
fact that the leading proponents of a tough civil 


rights bill e are not men learned in the law. This is a rather strange situa- 
tion, considering the fact that the House-approved administration bill 
raised grave questions of constitutional law involving freedoms guaran- 


teed by the Bill of Rights, 

The reference here is to the 
leadership of what Sen. Russell 
called the ‘‘Knowland-Douglas- 
Humphrey axis.”” They are able 
men and eloquent: advocates. And 
they are learned men in other 
fields but none of the three are 
lawyers. 

Republican leader William F, 
Knowland is a newspaper publish- 
er. Sen, Paul Douglas of Illinois 
is an economist. Sen. Hubert Hum- 
phrey of Minnesota was a profes- 
sur of political science before he 
became mayor of Minneapolis and 
then came to the Senate. 

And the man in the White House 
who has been pushing this bill 
and objecting to a trial by jury 
amendment on the ground that it 
would hamper the federal judiciary 
is no lawyer, either, but a general 
of the armies. 

Two of the bill’s most vocifer- 
ous supporters — both from the 
State of Michigan—have been Sen. 
Potter, a social scientist, and Sen. 
McNamara, a labor leader. 

These are the men who have 
so strongly advocated tampering 
with constitutional safeguards of 
states rights, the right of trial by 
jury, the right of freedom of 
speech and of assembly, as pro- 
posed in the administration bill, 


These are the men, too, from 
distant states, who have presumed 
to set themselves up as experts 
and authorities on the South. 

Their side has not been without 
brilliant legal talent, such as Sen. 
Jacob Javits, former attorney gen- 
eral of New York; Sen. Clifford 
Case of New Jersey, and others. 
But Javits and Case are both neo- 
phytes in the ‘greatest delibera- 
tive body in the world.” 

Fortunately for the South—and 
perhaps for the nation—great con- 
stitutional lawyers and expe- 
rienced, skillful senators were able 
to expose the bill’s most extreme 
provisions. And the Senate in its 
wisdom modified them. 

The question now before the 
Congress is—will the House accept 
the Senate amendments? Do the 
Republicans and the Northern 
Democrats really want what they 
professed the bill to be, a mod- 
erate civil rights bill? Or do they 
cynically want to keep the issue 
alive in 1958 for political gain? 

As for the Southerners, the feel- 
ing is growing here that they 
would do well to accept the Sen- 
ate version as what they may con- 
sider a bad bargain but neverthe- 
less the best they are likely to 
get next year or the next.

PETERSBURG, Va.—They were coal miners, 
go the story goes, from the hills of Pennsylvania. 
It was their nature to dig and they did not fear the 


darkness beneath the earth, the coldness and the damp. But cannon fire 
was something else. Cannon fire could come in upon a man while 
he slept and leave him only a part of a man. 


And up there on the crest of 
the ridge above them, where the 
great earthworks showed against 
the sky, the guns of the South 
Carolinians bellowed and barked, 
lashing the Union lines with fire. 


So the coal miners of the 48th 
Pennsylvania, in their trenches 
down the slope, looked with a 
miner’s eye toward the guns and 
saw in their minds the route of 
the tunnel through the hill. And 
they set to work. 

And for a month there went on 
one of the most curious operations 
in the history of warfare. 


Confederate pickets, far out in 
front of their lines, heard in the 
earth the clink of steel on stone 
and passed the word, And on their 
side the Confederates began to dig, 
trying to intercept this mole that 
was groping toward them so deep 
beneath the earth. 

But their counter shafts went 
down in the wrong place. Soon a 
tunnel four and one-half feet wide,

Poise Enables Man 
To Keep Balanced 


“Stand still, and consider the wondrousworks 
’ (Job 37:14). Most of us are so busy that we 
seldom have time to live. Our lives are so crowded 


of God 


five feet high, 11 feet long, ran 
from the Union lines to a point 
beneath the trenches held by El- 
liott’s South Carolinians. And at 
the end of the shaft and in two 
cross galleries 8,000 pounds of dyn- 
amite was packed. 

It was fired at 4:45 in the morn- 
ing of July 30, 1864. It blew men 
and cannon into the air. It left a 
great hole in the Confederate line 
of fortresses—a hole 170 feet long, 
60 feet wide, 30 feet deep. 

Into this breach, the Pennsyl- 
vanians poured, and Lee’s lines 
were broken and .he road to Rich- 
mond lay open. But somebody fail- 
ed to follow through. The Confed- 
erates, in desperate fighting in the 
bloody crater, sealed off the break 
that afternoon. And the war ground 
on for 10 more long, miserable, 
bloody months before a gray, 
heartbroken man gave up his 
army at a little courthouse not 
far away, on the shores of a creek 
called Appomattox,

But I think our 
day offers more opportunities for 
activity and, trying to keep 
abreast of all the tantalizing op- 
portunities, more people get 
caught in the helter-skelter of 
feverish busy-ness and ride in all 
directions at once, 

Just think of all the claims 
made on our time. We are bom- 
barded from every direction.

This display of power is likely 
to be more keenly felt and recog- 


nized because it intrudes upon the 
human dignity of millions of per- 
sons who for a long time have 
suffered denial of guaranteed 
rights which the rest of us take 
for granted. 

It is true Southerners in the 
past have stopped civil rights bills 
by actual filibuster or by threat 
of filibuster and that enough Re- 
publicans have joined them in 
committee to keep civil rights bills 
off the floor. But now not only 
have civil rights been thrust for- 
ward by recent Supreme Court de- 
cisions, but a bill actually got to 
the Senate floor for the first time in 
over three-quarters of a century. It 
looked finally as if victory was in 
sight. Anticipation and hopes were 
high. Now these have been dimmed 
if not doused once again. 


As much as the civil rights 
fiasco in the Senate will hurt the 
Democratic Party in its national 
aspect, it was admittedly a tri- 
umph for the Southern wing. It 
was, too, a compliment, if of dubi- 
ous character, for the ingenious 
and slick leadership of Sen. Lyn- 
don Johnson of Texas who in this 
case virtually compromised the 
civil rights bill out of existence 
in the zeal of exercising his tal- 
ents of maneuver and behind-the- 
scenes negotiations of which he is 
so proud, 

In this situation he was the er- 
rand boy for Sen. Richard B. Rus- 
sell, who put Lyndon Johnson in 
the post of leadership. For the di- 
rection of strategy the two share 
credit, but with most going to 
Dick Russell, if you know the full 
story of how it all happened,

The clock in the courthouse tower struck the hour and I 
groped wildly for the telephone. I walked into a friend's 
kitchen to get a drink of water, carefully filled the glasses and 
put them in the refrigerator, refilled the refrigerator jug and 
set it in the dish shelf, closed both doors and walked out of the 
kitchen, wondering vaguely why I was still thirsty. 


This just shows you how the assignment in Vienna was be- 
ginning to get me. It had been a week of waiting, of 24-hour-a- 
day: vigilance—by no means & happy assignment for anybody. 
The rest of the world was sad and Vienna, where everybody is 
related to Sen. George or Miss Lucy by blood or marriage or 
the equally strong ties of friendship, was particularly sad. 

But in spite of the sadness and the inevitable tension en- 
gendered by waiting, I will always look on the week I spent in 
Vienna with affection. It seems to me, looking back, that it 
was a time of great value for many reasons. 


And Madge Methvin is one of the main reasons. 

You saw her name in some of the stories out of Vienna. 
Mrs. C. M. Methvin, editor of the Vienna News, had been asked 
by the family to disseminate such news as was available on 
Sen. George’s condition. Mrs. C. M. Methvin was the organist 
at the funeral. Mrs. C. M. Methvin had been the person, asked 
by the senator to release his announcements to the press both 
when he planned to run last time and when he decided to with- 
draw. 

Mrs. Methvin has figured prominently as the George family’s 
intermediary in many of its dealings with the national press. 


And yet because of her tremendous instinct for self-efface- 
ment, for keeping in the background and remaining not only 
unofficious but practically anonymous, Madge Methvin is per- 
haps not too well-known outside her section of Georgia. Reporters 
who camped on her doorstep during the days of Sen. George's 
final illness will never forget her, however. 


Mrs. Methvin. a tallish, slender woman with graying hair 
sometimes worn in a coronet braid, and eyes of a particulariy 
soft. definite blue, is one of Georgia's better weekly editors and 
one of its best citizens. Sometimes when things slack off a bit in 
the dusty, old-fashioned, good-smelling News office on Vienna's 
main street, you can find towering above the stuff on Mrs, 
vin's desk the upraised arms of a little gold statuette. It is the 
Georgia Press Assn.’s “‘Oscar,’’ presented to the Methvins— 
Madge and her late husband, Claude—for fearless Journalism. 

They won it campaigning editorially for civic improvements. 
Now Mr. Methvin is gone. Their sons, Claude and Gene, are 
far away—Claude married and working on another paper, Gene, 
a former Constitution reporter, in the Air Force.

The real return, says chamber manager Dewey Norwood, will 
come in the form of economic gain for the whole community 
from new jobs and income provided by such a plant. 

A few other communities feel the same way, but development 
experts now advise them to charge the going rate of interest, 
since any company worth having should be willing to pay it. 

Industries for Brooks County, Inc., organized in Quitman just 
last month, hopes to raise $20,000 in its first year through the 
sale of $25 units ($5 par value stock and $20 par value bonds) 
bearing a guaranteed 2 per cent return from the outset. 


GETTING RETURNS 

EJsewhere in the state, development corporation investors 
get returns of 2 and 3 per cent (Valdosta), 5.5 per cent (Homer- 
ville), 6 per cent (Jesup), 4 per cent (Dublin and Milledgeville), 
4'2 per cent (Monticello), and 3 to 6 per cent (Jackson). 

In Alamo,_on the other hand, some 20 citizens put up $55,000 
to build a 14,000-square-foot apparel plant—even before they had 
@ prospect. 

Then, headed by Chamber of Commerce president L. M 
Achord, they started casting about and landed an occupant al- 
ready making shirts in nearby Vidalia and Dublin, Oxford Manu- 
facturing Co. 


PAY THROUGH RENT 

More concerned about getting their first major industry than 
making money directly on their investment, the Wheeler Counti-

The terms call for the 5% per 
it interest rate, lower down pay- 
nents and controls on mortgage 
discounts.
